On 22nd September, 1970, an administrative patrol of a 
Company of the 8th Battalion of Ihe Central Reserve Police 
Force was ordered lo proceed wilh the Government dak to 
Karong at about 7.30 A.M, At about 9 A.M. when the patro| 
reached near village Bhainsa on the upper track of Nepali 
Kurong, a shot was fired by a gang of hostilcs. Soon there- 
after, the patrol came within a well laid ambush on a bend 
in the road. The hostiles opened intensive fire on the patrol 
with automatic weapons from different directions. But the 
patrol Commander Shri Negi remained true to his soldierly 
bearing and in disregard of violent, bullets, rushed towards the 
enemy position without caring for bis personal safety. He 
was also accompanied by three Constables. All of them 
then came face to face wilh Ihe enemy, and one of them was 
killed when he responded to call of ‘charge’ from the putrol 
commander. 

In the meantime Shri Udai Ram, Head Constable who was 
leading the rear Section also came in and his Section Com- 
mander ordered his men to repel the hostiles. In this ven- 
ture Shri Bakhtawar Singh, Constable, was seriously wounded 
but he continued to crawl and fire his rifle. 
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In thid encounter Shri Negi along wilh his colleagues rushed 
towards the hostiles in order to diver! their attention and 
deter them from exterminating the patrol and in order to 
provide time for the rear party to lake effective position. The 
bullet-riddled body of Shri Negi and .hose of his colleagues 
were found close to the LMG position of the hostiles. Shri 
Udai Ram did not lose his nerve. On receiving signal from 
his LMG man, Shri Udai Ram made an attempt to deliver 
more magazines to him. While doing so he received a bullet 
in his side yet he continued to exhort the members of the 
patrol to keep firing, This encounter continued for half an 
hour till the arrival of the enforcement. He and his asso- 
ciates thus sacrificed their lives.

A batch of 
the Police party wilh three Sections of the Central Reserve 
Police Force was immediately sent to the hideout of the 
extremists. One of the Sections of Central Reserve Police 
Force was ted by Shri R. K. Yadav, Jemadar. 

After travelling partly on vehicles and partly on foot the 
police party reached the suspected hide-out of the extremists 
ai about 0500 hours on 30th July, 1970. For operation, the 
Police party was divided into two groups. One group led by 
Shri Yadav advanced towards the suspected hide-out of the 
extremists alongwilh some local Police Officers. Ten extre- 
mists attacked the Police party and Shri R. K. Yadav, 
Jemadar. They threw crude bombs on the Police parly. On 
the orders of the Deputy Superintendent of Police, the local 
Police tired pistols one round each in self defence but the 
extremists continued to press their attack. The Deputy 
Superintendent of Police then ordered Shri Yadav and three 
other constables who were lying in position with Shri Yadav 
to attack the extremists. Shri Yadav in complete disregard 
of his personal safety crawled forward towards the hide-out of 
the extremists and killed three extremists leaders.

68-1,1(1) dated the 26th September, 1466 to examine the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 and the Explosives Rules, 1940, while submitting ) 
their Report (Partion which Governments Orders have already been issued (vide Resolution No. 78(8) /68-UO) dated the 28th April, 
1969), felt the need for examination of the Gas Cylinder Rules. 1940 and Notification No. M-12680) dated the 9ih January, 1939 also, 
which wore framed under the Indian Explosives Act, 1884. Accordingly, the Explosives Committee formed a Sub-Committee, 
with some of its members drawn from the Industry and Trade, to examine these Rules, and to suggest suitable amendments and 
revision wherever necessary, to suit the country’s present requirements. 

2. The gas Cylinder Rules Sub-Ctimmiuce submitted its Report to the Explosives Committee, on the 24th September, 1969, which 
endorsed almost all the recommendations made therein and submitted il to Government as Part II of their Report in February 1970 
The principal recommendations in the Sub-Committee is Report and Government’s decisions thereon are as follows 


Recommendations Government’s decision 



1. Manufacture of cylinders and valves to be brought within the scope of the Rules.

The testing of cylinders is plemcntation of this recommendation will however, 
done merely as a formarliy without propet equipment and by adopting incorrect be subject to Government’s prior approval with re- 
methods. Taking into account the present difficulties and practices obtaining gat'd to financial implication involved, 
in other advanced countries, the Commit ee have recommended setting up of 
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parate testing stations to be approved by the Chief Inspector of Explosives so 
as to ensure that gas cylinders are properly and regularly tested and examined. 

They have made soesific recommendations regarding the manner, methods, pro- 
cedure and periodicity of difflefent types of tests and examination of such cylin- 
ders and also qualifications of persons responsible for such tests. 

5. Other , 1 miscellaneous amendments/ revisions in the existing rules 

The Committee have suggested several other miscellaneous amendments/ Government accept the recommendation, 
modifications in the existing rules 2 to 19 of the Gas Cylinder Rules, 1940 so as 
to make them more comprehensive and elaborate and to bring improvement 
therein keeping jn view the safety of pubile and property and intetest of the 
industry. These arc mostly of technical nature. 

6. Additional provisions suggested by the Committee 
(Paragraph 20-47). 

Apart from the amendments revisions/modifications in the existing pro- Government accept the recommendation, 
visions of the Oas Cylinder Rules, 1940. as mentioned above, the Committee 
have recommended several additional provisions to be made in the rules. 

The new provisions relate to the following: — 

(i) delivery and despatch of cylinders. Government accept these recommendations. 

(if) prohibition of fires, matches, smoking, light and dangerous subs- 
tances near the gas filling and storage places; check on employment 
of minors and intoxicated persons for handling, use and storage 
of gas cylinders.

(v) restrictions on use of cylinders. 

(vi) filling of foreign made cylinders for exports. 

(vil) precaution against accidents. 

viii) specific provisions for (indices on the lines of those obtaining in the 
Explosives Rules, which are not provided in the existing rules at 
present. 

(u) Licensing for importation of cylinders by (and, sea and air. 

(x) maintenance of records and accounts by the fillers and storage 
places etc. 

7. Provions of a separate comprehensive chapter for Dissolved Acetylene Oas Cylinders 
(Paragraph 48). 

These cylinders arc at present regulated by a Government Notification No. Government accept the recommendation, 

M-12680) dated 9th Jaunary, 1939 which does not form part of the existing Gas 
Cvlindcr Rules. This was regulated separately because of the highly dangerous 
properties of this gas requiring special precautions and conditions. The Com- 
mittee feels that as all the factories which bottle acetylene gas also bottle Oxygen 
gas, it would be better for the sake of uniformity and better coordination that a 
separate chapter on dissolved acetylene gas cylinders is provided in the Gas 
Cylinder Rules themselves incorporating therin all the existing conditions of the 
present notification. They have also recommended several additional provisions 
about such cylinders to be incorporated in the new chapter on the Gas Cylinder 
Rules. 

8. Establishment of a Hoard for issue of competency certificates to persons 
employed In filing and testing of gas cylinders and supervising operations 
In gas filing stations. 

(Para 42).
